Altona Council has given $15,000 
towards the Salvation . Army's 
Aged Persons’ Hostel, being built 
in McIntyre Drive, Altona, 


Altona Mayor, Cr, Les 
Crofts, presented the cheque to 
Colonel Harewood, of the Sal- 
vation Army, after last week's 
council meeting. 


A further $533 —— proceeds of the re- 
cent Mayoral Ball —.was added to the 
$15,000. cheque. 


Accepting the cheque, Cotonel Harewood, 
said, “This is a great day for the Salvation 
Army. 

“When I was asked to come here I was | 
told I would receive a five-figure cheque, but 
¥ didn’t think it would be this much. - 

. “The Altona Council’ has helped us all 
along, they even helped us get the final site 
for the hostel. 

“I only hope this .grant may’. encourage 
other groups to also help us along,” he said. 
“Colonel Harewood said that the hostel, 
currently under construction, - would: be finish: 
ed by December this year. 

He said the 46-bed hostel would cost 
$1,069,825 and expected Government grant to 
total $916,897, which leaves $147,928 to be 
paid by the Salvation Army. 

Colonel Harewood said that there would 
be no means test taken for admittance to the 
hostet and the only cost would be a weekly 
charge from the person’s pension. 

He added that plans were also being dis-

af Williamstown, died last Saturday in a Horsham. hospital 
after a heart attack while on a visit to his home district. 


He had been in hospital 
for four weeks, 


Cr. Hoffmann, aged 56, 
of Chatlis Street, 
Williamstown, had 
served on Williamstown 
Council for 15 years. 


He was twice mayor of 
the city and local ALP 
leader for many years. 


Remembered as a 
gentle man of quiet good 
humor, Cr. Hoffmann 
was involved with 
numerous charity organi- 
sations, sports clubs and 
schools, 


At his death he was 
foreman blacksmith at 
Williamstown Naval 
Dockyards, wheré he had 


worked for over 25 years, 


In his youth, he was a_ 


State.junior cyclist and a 
successful foot runner 
and won six “gift” races. 

He served six years 
with the Royal Navy, and 
saw action in the. Pacific 
and Atlantic during 
World War i. 


Born in Dimboota, he 
moved to Newport in 
1938 and worked for .12 
years in the railway 
workshops. 

He is survived by his 
wife Joyce, two married 


daughters, Beverley and / 


Glenise, and two grand- 
daughters.

site last Thursday morning.

gathered soon after 6 am 
and began a group march 
toward the gateway 
about 6.45 am. 

A big group-of potice, 
three-deep with anns 
around each other, push- 

.ed toward the crowd in 
an attempt to’ hold dem- 
onstrators back. 

But when the police 
line appeared in danger, 
mounted policemen were 
brought in and the crowd 
forced back to the oppo- 
site side of the road.

All told; over 300 uni- 
formed police, plus 
detectives, took part in 
the operation . . . guard- 
ing the gateway, ‘keeping 
back the crowd: and 
diverting -traffic fot sey- 
eral blocks of Douglas 
Parade, Newport.

The basic aim of RUIN, 
says Laurie, is to heip 
motivate those unem- 
ployed people who have 
dost hope of ever getting 
a job. : 

"Yt takes only a, few 
weeks to a month for 
even the keenest young 
kid to give up on getting 
a job,” he said last week. 

“I know some people 
around here who have 
been out of work for two 
years. 

“What we try to do 
here is get people moti- 
vated into getting a job 
and keep them involved 

- jn activities until they do 
get a job.” :

“All we can do is teach 
people how to cope best 
with being unemployed 
and not lose faith,” 
Laurie explained.
